Article 27: To see what sum of money the Town will vote to ap- 
propriate and raise to expand the Town system, and to determine 
whether such sum Shall be raised by borrowing under the Municipal 
Finance Act or otherwise. 


Article 28: To see what sum of money the Town will vote to ap- 
propriate and raise for the payment of debt service of the Town for the 
ensuing year. 


Article 29: To see if the Town will vote to establish a contingency 
fund to meet the cost of unanticipated expenses during the ensuing 
year, in an amount not to exceed (1%) one percent of the amount 
appropriated for Town purposes during 1977, all in accordance with 
RSA 31:4. 


Article 30: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to make application for, accept, and expend such Federal, State or 
other assistance as may be available for the purpose embraced in this 
warrant, and pass any vote relative thereto. 


Article 31: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to apply for, receive, and expend for the purposes voted in this warrant 
any interest earned on proceeds of any serial bonds or notes in 
connection with such projects. 


Article 32: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the withdrawal 
of Three Thousand dollars from the Revenue Sharing Fund 
established under the provisions of the State and Local Assistance 
Act of 1972 for use as an offset against the amount appropriated under 
Article 9 to defray the cost of the Public Safety Department. 


Article 33: To see if the Town will vote to adopt a plan for ex- 
tending to employees of the Town the benefits of Title Il of the Federal 
Social Security Act (Old Age, Survivors, Disability and Health In-

Article 37: If a plan for Social Security coverage is adopted, to see 
if the town will authorize the selectmen to execute on behalf of the 
town the necessary agreement with the State of New Hampshire to 
carry into effect the plan and to see if the town will designate the 
Town Manager as the officer to be responsible for the administration 
of the plan. 

Article 38: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
borrow money in anticipation of the receipt of taxes to pay Town 
obligations. 
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Article 39: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to administer, lease, rent, sell and/or convey or otherwise dispose of 
any real property acquired by Tax Collector’s deed.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN MANAGER 


1977 was an active year for both the Town Manager and the Board 
of Selectmen. 


A whole host of municipal projects, problems, and changes were 
dealt with during the past year. 


Of interest is the following list of major municipal happenings. 


1. The Police and Fire Departments and the Water, Sewer, and 
Solid Waste Departments were combined into a Department of Public 
Safety and a Municipal Services Department. 


2. A town wide property reappraisal program was conducted with 
the town realizing a considerable increase in its tax base, and the 
equalized valuation ratio being increased from 65% to 100%. 


3. Increased building inspections and code enforcement to meet 
the requirements of an increase in building construction. 


4. Improved fiscal controls implemented with the town turning 
back a surplus at the end of 1977. 


5. Due to an increased tax base and sounder fiscal control, the 
town tax rate decreased. 


6. The purchase of a major piece of fire apparatus. 


The management of Waterville Valley is becoming more complex 
with the passage of each year. 


The number of taxpayers may be small, but the level of services 
that we provide reflects that of a much larger community.

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DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC SAFETY REPORT 


On June 1, 1977 the police and fire departments were combined 
into a department of public safety. 


Training of personnel is currently underway to enable the officers 
to be proficient in the police, fire, and rescue functions. 


Our department of safety, which is the only municipal department 
of safety in the state, is intended to provide increased protection to 
Our community due largely to the versatility of its multi-purpose 
public safety officers. 


A major change in emergency communications took place with the 
elmination of the red phone system. 


Now, nighttime requests for police service are made through the 
Grafton County Sheriffs Dispatch Center with requests for fire or 
medical aid being made through the Lakes Region Mutual Fire Aid 
Dispatch Center. 


Also, at a special town meeting held last Fall, voters approved the 
purchase of a new fire engine. This piece of apparatus is expected to 
be delivered during the Fall of 1978.

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OSCEOLA LIBRARY 
SUMMARY OF THE YEAR 1977 


The departure of Susan Hern from Waterville Valley was the 
Library’s loss. Her knowledge of books and library organization as 
well as her inspiration are sadly missed. 


The historical project upon which Susan has been working for the 
past year is nearly complete and we hope that a display case will be in 
place at the Library during 1978. 


The trustees have implemented a new check-out system for books 
loaned which we hope will facilitate keeping track of our books. A 
drop box outside the door as well as a sign on the front door listing 
the schedule of the hours open, both thanks to Merrill Hunt, have 
helped. 


We have purchased 50 new books during the year, quite a large 
number considering the present high cost of books. 179 volumes were 
donated to the Library for which we wish to express our gratitude to 
the many friends from whom they came. 


Our circulation remains stable, greater in summer than in winter. 
The Bookmobile paid us three visits and we borrowed a total of 677 
books from it. 


We also wish to extend our thanks to Fred Rust and the Con- 
servation Commission for the improvements to the recently purchased 
Lund land adjoining the Library. The dead trees and brush have been 
cleaned up and burned, a large amount of fill was brought in, covering 
the boulders and making the area level, much more attractive and 
usable. More work is to be done in the Spring. 


A survey of the N.H. State Library Directory for 1978 shows that 
Waterville Valley is the smallest town in the State to have a public 
library which is certified. Very few are manned by volunteers only as 
we are and we are open more hours than some larger town libraries. 
We wish to express our gratitude to the many volunteers who give so 
willingly of their time to insure that our library is open regularly at 
least four two-hour shifts per week throughout the year.

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REPORT OF DISTRICT FIRE CHIEF AND 
TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


Forest fire control in New Hampshire is a joint state and town 
responsibility (RSA 224). 


The Director, Division of Forests and Lands (State Forester) ap- 
points a forest fire warden and several deputy fire wardens in each 
town upon the recommendation of the selectmen. 


The local forest fire warden is responsible for forest fire prevention 
and fire suppression activities in his town. He regulates the kindling 
of outside fires when the ground is not covered with snow by the 
issuance of written permits only when the conditions are safe. 


The state provides training for the local fire organization and helps 
coordinate activities between towns. The state also supports local 
forces with backup personnel, equipment, and supplies for sup- 
pression and prevention. 


This combination of state and town cooperation, started in 1893, 
works well for New Hampshire has enjoyed one of the smallest 


acreage tosses due to forest fires in the United States for the past 25 
years.

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PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


1977 was an active year for the Planning Board due to a rebirth of 
subdivision and construction activity in the Valley with a number of 
requests from developers being acted upon. 
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CONSERVATION COMMISSION 
Report for Year 1977 


Major accomplishments of the Commission during the year were 
(1) completion of purchase of Lund land, (2) Planning of a Roadside 
Planting Program, and (3) An Auction and Tag Sale for fund-raising 
purposes. 


The purchase for the Town of a half acre (.55 acre) of Clarence 
Lund’s land which adjoins the Library corner, makes the total acreage 
of that lot 1.08 acres. Funds for this $18,000 purchase were raised over 
a 3-year period from private donations, from two $800 contributions 
voted by the Town in two consecutive years, a Tasting Supper held in 
1976, an Auction in 1976 and a second Auction in 1977. Fred Rust was 
responsible for the initiation and successful execution of the overall 
project. A separate bank account was set up by the Commission for 
the Purchase Fund, and Fred negotiated a loan from _ the 
Pemigewasset National Bank to facilitate the regular payments which 
had been agreed on for Clarence. Thanks are due to Fred and his wife 
Mary Jane and to the approximately 42 friends who generously gave to 
make this acquisition possible. 


A Roadside Planting Program will be carried out in the spring of 
1978, starting at the northern end of the Finish Line Parking Lot and 
extending down to the new corner at the junction of Route 49 and the 
Loop Road. This program was worked out in cooperation with Bob 
Saltonstall for the W.V. Co. and is being made possible by special 
donations from the W. V. Co., the Town, the WVAIA, the Property 
Owner’s Association, Windsor Hill and Mad River Condominiums. 
Advice was sought from Bob MacHaffie of the WMNF, Ned McSherry 
of McSherry’s Nursery in Center Conway, and Norman Roux of the 
Brochu Nursery in Concord, with an agreement signed in December to 
purchase $1,500 worth of trees and labor from Brochu in the spring. A 
special gift of $460 has been offered by Don Wilke to help with this 
job. This contribution is in memory of Don’s brother, Col. Robert F. 
Wilke, who was shot down over North Vietnam on January 17, 1968. 
Thirteen new trees bordering the road along the golf course will 
constitute Don’s gift. 


An Auction and Tag Sale held on September 2 brought in a total of 
$677.80 for the Lund land purchase. Many volunteers helped with this 
enterprise, including Auctioneer Joe Finn, who gave his services for 
the second year. 
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Other activities include work done under Fred Rust’s supervision 
on the Library lot to clear out brush and some unnecessary trees and 
to start filling the wide ditch on the property. Fred also planted shrubs 
at the north end of the Cemetery, using money appropriated by the 
Town for purchase of these plants. In January Grace Bean attended a 
3-day Conference on the Black Fly at The Balsams in Dixville Notch, 
representing the Commission and the Selectmen. 


During the summer Roger Hamblin resigned from the Commission 
because of the pressure of other business, and the Selectmen ap- 
pointed Tish Hamblin to take his place.

The Waterville Valley School is alive and prospering. Our teaching 
staff consists of Ms. Isabel Barach, primary teacher, who teaches 
grades kindergarten through third and Ms. Jane Stoutermire, teaching 
principal, who teaches grades five through eight with the assistance 
of Ms. Kate Menke and Ms. Anne Packard.

These activities will be very beneficial to our unique 
educational environment.

Valley School can continue to be a unique school. 


My first year at Waterville Valley has been a growing and learning 
experience. The superintendent, Mr. Donald Cosgrove, and assistant 
superintendent, Mr. Daniel Cabral, have been most helpful along with 
the entire teaching staff. 
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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


In atime of ever broadening responsibilities for education, we are 
vitally concerned with giving opportunities to all students, no matter 
how individual their talents or how special their needs. At the same 
time, we have not forgotten the basic and broader purposes of 
education. We are all aware that the children entering our kindergarten 
in 1978 may graduate from our secondary schools into a world 
radically changed from what it is today. It may be a world where 
working hours are greatly reduced and where the traditional “liberal” 
aspects of education become increasingly important. It may, indeed, 
be a world that will understand the significance of Aristotle’s 
statement that the object of education is to help people use their 
leisure rightly. 


Waterville Valley School has a commitment to its children. We 
must never be satisfied with the past. As each child, or group of 
children, go through our school, we must evaluate the educational 
program in terms of the child who is being educated. What has 
succeeded in the past does not necessarily mean will Succeed today. 
We must not allow tradition for tradition’s sake to be the rule. The 
leadership of the school must rest in the firm commitment that 
children are unique and must be thought of as individuals. In context 
just expressed, Waterville Valley School will continue to address itself 
to the individuality of the child and to foster a unique educational 
program. 


Children are innately curious and display exploratory behavior 
quite independent of adult intervention. In the coming years we will 
try to introduce a rich environment, which offers a wide array of 
manipulative materials, encourages exploration, and facilitates 
learning. 


The school can be expected to accomplish the task within the 
confines of the school house. To expect the school to operate in 
isolation can only lead to misunderstanding and frustration. Every 
attempt will be made to establish stronger lines of communication 
with the parents and with the community. We must continue to 
capitalize on the rich learning resources of this area, both physical 
and personal. 


To fully succeed in this endeavor we must have the willingness of 
students, parents, faculty, school board members, and community 
working together to develop a favorable rapport. 
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EXPLANATION OF SUPERINTENDENT’S AND 
ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT’S SALARY FOR 1976 - 1977 


Chapter 189, Section 48 Revised Statutes Annotated of the State of 
New Hampshire, requires that the school district annual report show 
the total amount paid to the Superintendent of Schools as per the 
following quotation: “Reports. Each superintendent of a Supervisory 
union shall annually prepare a report of the total salary paid to the 
superintendent, showing in detail the amount paid by the state and 
each local school district and their share of same. Said report shall be 
filed with the school board of each school district involved and shall 
be included in the annual report of the respective school district as a 
separate entry. A like report and entry shall be made for each assistant 
superintendent, teacher consultant, and business administrator, if 
any is in service in the union.” 


One half of the supervisory union expenses is prorated among the 
several school districts of the union on the basis of adjusted 
valuations. One-half is prorated on the basis of average daily mem- 
bership in the school for the previous school year ending June 30th. 
The salary of $22,000 which was received by the Superintendent of 
Schools of Supervisory Union #48 during 1976-1977 was made up as 
follows: $2,500 paid by the State of New Hampshire and $19,500 was 
prorated among the school districts comprising the Supervisory 
Union. Allowance for $800 travel within the Union was also prorated as 
stated above. 


The salary of the Assistant Superintendent during 1976-1977 was 
made up as follows: $2,380 paid by the State of New Hampshire and 
$16,620 was prorated as stated above. Allowance for $1,700 travel 
within the Union was also prorated as stated above.
